The NDP-Liberal coalition government in Ottawa 

has recently introduced its most recent legislation 

to protect Canadians on the internet. They failed to 
pass the legislation two previous times and are taking 
a third swing at the bat. Unfortunately, like the two 
previous attempts, their current legislation misses 

the mark. | 


So, just as it is a legal requirement to verify a 
person’s age before they can view buy alcohol or 
tobacco, it should also be a requirement to verify 
a person’s age online. 


We will do this without requiring any type of digital ID, 
as other methods of age verification can be used. 


That is why Conservatives have put forward our 
own alternative to protect children from online 
pornography. Just as we require age verification 
for the purchase of alcohol, tobacco, cannabis, 

or gambling, our legislation Bill S-210 proposes to 
protect children from pornography through age 
verification. 


Weare also cognizant of privacy concerns, so if an 
adult is concerned about their privacy while accessing 
pornography, either physically or online, they can 
certainly choose not to access that pornography 

and protect their physical/digital footprint that way. 

It is already illegal for children under the age of 18 
to access pornography in Canada. However, the 
internet has been the “wild west” for over 30 years, 
being completely open to our youth.
